tering name, and that grand, terrible, 
pathetic memory. The gloom of the 
crypt in which it is sunk; the sepulchral 
character of the mysterious emblematic 
figures which surround it. " Staring 
right on with calm, eternal eyes," the 
grandeur of the, dome which rises above 
it, and its own vast size and deathly 
shape— all these characteristics unite to 
make It a most impressive object, apart 
frcm the observer's knowledge of the 
thrilling fact that in this great red sand- 
stone coffin rests at last, after the stormi- 
est of all human lives, the ashes of the 
most vital man of action that has lived 
in modern times. I was even more deeply 
affected, though, by the sight of the 
tombs of Voltaire and Rousseau in the 
fSOltl l>eneath the Pantheon. No de- 
vice more apposite or more startling 
could have be en adopted than that which 
confronts you on the front of Rousseau's 
tomb. The door is just ajar, and out of 
it issues an arm and hand grasping a 
lighted torch. It was almost as if the 
dead had spoken with a living voice, to 
see that fateful symbol of a power of 
thought and passion which never can 
die — while human hearts remain jfuman. 
There is a fine statue of Voltaire in the 
vault that holds his tomb. The mauso 
leums are said to 1* commemorative 
merely— the bodies of Voltaire and Rous- 
peau having been either detroyed with 
quicklime or stolen away from their 
place of supulcher. Other tombs of 
departed greatness I found in Pere la 
Chaise. Moliere and La Fontaine rest 
side by side. Racine is a neighbor to 
them. Talma, Auber, Rossini, De Mus- 
sett, Desclee and many other illustrious 
names may here be read in the letters of 
death. I came upon Rachel's tomb in 
the Jewish quarter of the cemetery. It 
is a tall, narrow, stone structure, with a 
grated door, on which the name of Ra- 
chel—and nothing else — is graven in 
black letters. Looking in through the 
grating* saw a shelf, on which were 
vases and flowers, and beneath .t were 
fourteen immortelle wreaths. A few 
cards, left by mourners of the dead, or 
by pilgrims to this solemn shrine of ge- 
Dius and illustrious renown, were upon 
the floor. I ventured to add my own 
humbly and reverently to those that 
thus gave respect to the memory of a 
great woman, and I gathered a few leaves 
from the shrubbery that grows in front 
of her grave.— Cor. New York Tribune.

Representatives : The adjournment of 
the last Congress without making appro- 
priations for the support of the army for 
the present fiscal year has rendered neces- 
sary a suspension of payments to the 
officers and men of the sums due them 
for services rendered after the 30th day 
of June last. The army exists by virtue 
ef statutes, which prescribe its numbers, 
regulate its organization and employ- 
ment, and which fix the pay of its 
oflicers and men, and declare their right 
to receive the same at stated periods. 
The statutes, however, do not authorize 
the payment of the tnxnw in the abseuce 
of specific appropriation therefor. The 
Constitution lias wisely provided that no 
money shall be drawn from the Treasury 

in mnaN]U600 of appropriations 

iiv law; ^imLIi .hap aWJbe43n. de-. 
clared by statute that no department of 
the Government shall expend in any one 
fiscal year.any sum in excessof the appro- 
priation made by Congress for that fiscal 
year. We have, therefore, an army in 
service, authorized by law and entitled 
to be paid, but no funds available for 
that purpose. It may also lie said as an 
additional incentive to prompt action by 
Congress, that since the commencement 
of the fiscal year, the army, though 
without pay, has been constantly aud 
actively employed in arduous and dan- 
gerous " service, in the performance of 
which both officers and men have dis- 
charged their duty with fidelity and 
courage, and without complaint. These 
circumstances, in my judgement, 
constitute an extraordinary occasion 
requiring Conereas to be convened in 
advance of the time prescribed bylaw 
lor your meeting in regular Marion, 
the importance of speedy action U|«>n 
this subject on the part of* Congress i- so 
manifest that I venture to suggest 
the propriety of making the 
necessarv appropriations for the suj>- 
port of the army <or the current year at 
its present maximum numerical strength 
of 25,000 men, leaving for future con- 
sideration all questions relating to an 
increase or decrease of the number of 
enlisted men. In the event of the redu-c 
tion of the army by subsequent legisla- 
tion during the fiscal year, the excess of 
the appropriation could not be expended;

the additional sum required for 
the payment of the extra 
fore* could be provided in due time. It 
would be unjust to the troops now in 
service and whose pay is already largely 
in arrears if pavajgnt to them should \>e 
further postponeW until after Congress 
shall have considered all the questions 
likelv to arise in the effort to fix the 
proper limit to the strength of the army.

The result was that a great 
mass of material has been forwarded to 
Washington for safe-keeping. At first 
work was begun upon the documents to 
classify them for historical uses only. 
Afterward the work of classifying them 
was intrusted to Gen. Townsend, who 
hn- had charge of the work ever since. 
He has not di.-carded any ef the papers, 
but has merly classified them. The 
manner of procedure at present is to 
print all the documents examined for the 
convenience of the examiner, who can 
handle and classify them much better in 
proof slips. He then pastes them to 
gether according to their classification. 
They will l>e sent into congress in this 
shape, where it will depend upon that 
body to what extent they will be pub- 
arc of the same use to 'the government 
in detecting fraudlent claims as are the 
union archives against northorn claim- 
ants.

to defray the unsettled expenses of the 
United States Courts for the fVcal year 
ending June :<0th last, now due to attor- 
neys, clerks, commissioners and marshals 
and for rent of Courtrooms, the support 
of prisoners an% other deficiencies. A 
part of the building of the Interior 
Department was destroyed by 
fire on the 24th of last month. 
Some immediate repairs and temporary 
structures have, in consequence, be- 
come necessary, estimates lor which 
will be transmitted to Congress immedi- 
ately, and an appropriation of the requi- 
site funds is respectfully recommended. 
The Secretary of the Treasury will com- 
municate to Coneress, in connection with 
the estimates for the appropriation for the 
support of the army for the current fiscal 
year, an estimate for such other deficien- 
cies in the different branches ot the public 
service as require immediate action and 
cannot without inconvenience be post- 
poned until the regular session, and take 
this opportunity to invite y»ur attention 
to the propriety of adopting at your pres- 
ent session the necessary legislation to 
enable the i*ople of the United States to 
participate in the advantages ot the In- 
ternational Exhibition of the agricultural 
ndustry and the fine arts which is to l>e 
held at "Paris in 1878, and to which this 
government has been invited by the gov- 
ernment of France to take part. This in- 
vitation was communicated to this gov- 
ernment in May, 1*7»;, by the Minister of 
France at this capital, and a copy thereof 
was submitted to the proper committee 
of Congress at its last session, but no 
action was taken upon the subject. The 
Department of State received many letters 
from various parts ot the country, ex 
pressing a desire to participate in the Kx- 
libition, and numerous applications of a 
similar nature have also been made at 
the United States legation at Paris. The 
Department of State has also received 
official advices of the strong desire on the 
part of the French eovernment that the 
United States should participate in the 
enterprise, and space has hitherto and is 
still reserved in the Exhibition build- 
ing for the use of exhibitors 
from the United States, to 
the exclusion of other parties 
who have been applicants therefor. 
In order that our industries may be 
properly represented at the exhibition, 
an appropriation will be needed for the 
payment of salaries and expenses of Com- 
missioners for the transportation of goods 
and for other purposes in connection with 
the object in view, and as May next is the 
time nxed for the opening of the exhibi- 
tion, if our citizens are to share the ad- 
vantages of this International competi 
tion for the trade of other nations the 
necessity of immediate action is apparent 
to enable the United States to co-operate 
In the International Exhibition, which 
was held at Vienna in 1873, Congress 
then passed a joint resolution making an 
appropriation of $200,000, and authoriz- 
ing the President to appoint a certain 
number of practical artisans and scien- 
tific men who should attend the exhibi- 
tion and report their proceedings and 
observations to him. A provision was 
also made for the appointment of a num- 
ber of honorary Commissioners. I have 
felt that prompt action by Coneress in 
accepting the invitation of the Govern- 
ment of France is of so much interest to 
the people of this country, and so suit- 
able* to the cordial relations between 
the Governments of the two countries 
that the subject might properly be pre- 
sented for attention at vour present 



to secure the Alabama award, namely, 
that the Alabama was fitted out by 
Hritish merchants. It was also shown 
by these same recerds that the vessel was 
manned by English sailors. In this *>ne 
case alone millions of dollars were saved 
to this government. Numerous applica- 
tions have been made by the southern 
states to have these records restored to 
them, but thus far the government 
has refused to give them up. Now that 
congress is getting te have so large a 
southern element in it, it is feared that 
there will be an attempt made to get 
these archives away. The best method 
to avoid this is publication. The pres- 
ence of these records has been very 
obnoxious to a certain .class of southern 
claim agents. The authorities have all 
along used these records to aid them in 
establishing the question of the loyalty 
or disloyalty of the claimants. This 
has, however, been only an incidental 
use of these records, whose main value 
in the time to come will be historical. 
The publication of them in the congres- 
sional documents will place them at the 
disposal of every student in the country.— 
Wafhington Dispatch to the Chicago Tim*-*. 

The Anns of the Turks. 

There seems to be seme misconception 
of th«sAmerican arms used by the Turks 
with , ch effect in their cont/T with 
Russia. The Worcester Spy points out 
some of the errors into which its con- 
temporaries have fallen. The peculiari 
ties of the Hemy-Martini rifle 
are confounded with thoee of the 
Winchester repeating rifle (heretofore 
called the Henry repeating rifle), in 
vented by an American army officer 
named Henry. The Winchester has a 
magazine under the barrel which holds 
fifteen charges. The Henry-Martini 
rifle was invented by Alexander Henry, 
of Edinburgh, Scotland. It is his rifle, 
with t^ a Martini action ; but it can not 



be dii^arged sixteen times wftfcjut re 
loading; on the contrary, it is loaded 
with a single cartridge in a metallic 
case. This rifle can be fired from thirty 
eight to forty times a per minute and is 
celebrated for its accuracy at long range 
— twenty successive shots at 1,200 yards 
have been put in a target of 2$ feet. It 
is the Winchester that repeats without 
reloading. 

The Turkish army is equipped with 
the Henry-Martini rifles, manufactured 
by the Providence Tool company, which 
has been making them for the Turkish 
government for years. They are made 
by no other manufacturers in the United 
States, we believe. The first contract 
was for 200,000 ; it was extended to 400,- 
000, and then to 600,000, and now, ac- 
cording to rumor, it has been extended 
to 800,000. The Tool company, tor 
reasons, now call the rifle the Peabody- 
Martini. 



The Govetimeut of Sweden and Nor- 
way has adcrressed an official invitation 
to this Government to take part in the 
International Prison Congress to be held 
at Stockholm next year. The problem 
which the Congress proposes to study, 
how to diminish crime, is one in which 
all civilized nations have an interest in 
common, and the Congress of Stockholm 
seems likely to prove the most important 
Convention ever held for the study of 



The Turkish method of reckoning 
the days is a constant pitfall to European 
editors who are not well versed in the 
matter. In Turkey they begin each day 
with the night before it. Thus Thurs- 
day begins with the tunset of Wednesday, 
and Thursday night Is what we call 
Wednesday night. Those who quote 
the Turks verbatim with regard to any 
night are apt to get|tangled a up in their 
chronology.

HOCHE OK REPRESENTATIVES. 

Washington, October 15. — At 12 
o'clock Mr. Adams called the house to 
order, read the president's proclamation 
convening congress, and called the roll 
of members by states. When Louisiana 
wad reached the clerk made the follow- 
ing statement : 

There were received from the state of 
I^ouisiana credentials bearing date 20th 
December, 1876, and declaring certain 
persons elected from the first, fourth 
and sixth districts, but silent as to the 
ther districts. Inasmuch, however, as 
John McEmery was never de facto 
governor of 1 Louisiana, and never, in 
point of fact, exercised or performed the 
functions of that office, it is not deemed 
necessarv to make here any statement 
concerning the regularity or irregularity 
of the credentials coming from that 
source. Another set of credentials was 
signed bv Wm. Pitt Kellogg, as governor 
of Louisiana, with the seal of the state 
attached, all bearing different dates, and 
all of which reached the hands of the 
clerk through different channels, de- 
claring persons elected from each 
listrict except the Becond j as to which 
district no certificate seems to have been 
issued by Gov. Kellogg to anyone. The 
law of Louisiana, prescribing the character 
of credentials,provides that as soon as pos- 
sible after the expiration of the time of 
making returns of the election for repre- 
sentatives in congress, a certificate of re 
turns shall be entered on record by the 
secretary ot state, and signed by the gov 
ernor, and that a copy thereof subscribe*; 
by those officers shall be delivered to the 
persons so elected, and another copy 
transmitted to the clerk of the house of 
representatives. These credentials, signed 
by Gov. Kell igg, are in no sense in com- 
pliance with the requirements of the law 
of Ixiuisiana. They do not even purport 
to be a copy of the certificates. On the 
contrary, they are the simple declaration 
of Gov." Kellogg that certain persons were 
elected, without even statin". the sources 
of his information, and thV . no more 
constitute credentials within the 
meaning of the law of I/misiana, 
than a similar statement from the treas- 
urer or other state official would. They 
cannot, therefore, be recognized by the 
clerk. The other set of credentials is 
signed by Gov. Nicholls and secretary of 
state Ar'rago, with the seal of the state 
attached. They declare persons elected 
in each of the districts ot Louisiana, and 
conflict with the certificates signed by 
Gov. Kellogg, in reference to two dis- 
tricts onlv. These credentials comply 
with the law ot Lou-iaua in every re- 
spect, and the clerk has accordingly 
placed on the roll the names of the per- 
sons c 
On .

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Tbe < anse* That Led to the IMiMtue— 
A Mailt Wortnllly-lh*" Condition 
of the People and Their Wi»nls 
—Eleven Hundred C»»e» to 
Date. 

Yesterday morning t ol. J. N. Whitner, 
brother of Col. J. C. Whitner, ol our c ity, 
arrived here from Florida. He left Fer- 
nandina some days ago, but was in that 
fated city during the fury of the scourge 
A reporter of the Constitution called 
upon him at the Markham house and 
had a conversation with him concerning 
the state of affairs in Fernandina- 

The city has a population of between 
1,600 and 2,000 persons, probably the 
larger portion being colored person** 
Many of the latter earn a livelihood hy 
the industries of the place and by labor 
upon the wharves, in stevedore gangs, 
loading and unloading vessels, of which 
a large number are engaged in foreign 
trade from and to that port. 

Heretofore Fernandina has been a 
remarkable healthy city, and since its 
foundation has never before been visited 
by a yellow-fever scourge. The causes 
for this fatal epidemic may be properly 
traced to the unclean condition of the 
southwestern portion of the city. Where 
the disease first appeared the neighbor- 
hoods were in so filthy a condition as to 
sustain a very putrid atmosphere, most 
inviting to the disease. This condition 
was due to the fact that the present 
municipal authorities,when they assumed 
the care of the cit>, found Hs treasury 
impoverished, and debt accumulated to 
a heavy amount, and in their desire to 
economize in city expenditures the 
drainage ot the city and sanitary regula 
tions generally were neglected. The 
usual result of such foolish, if not crim 
inal negligence in the name of economy, 
followed, and the city's quarters became 
the harbors of this malignant plauge. 

Eleven hundred cases have been under 
treatment since the disease made it 
appearance, which number is fully two 
thirds of the population subject to its 
attacks. A number of ci'izens left the 
city upon the intimati n and asrurance 
that the disease was yellow fever, but 
many who would have escaped were de 
laved by a controversy between the two 
leading physicians over the character of 
the disease. One of them contended 
shat it was yellow fever, while the other 
stoutly denied it, and it was not until 
Dr. IfeFariand, the eminent physician 
from Savannah, examined the body of a 
deceased person and made an autopsy, 
by reasoy of which it was fully estab- 
lished as a case of yellow fever, that the

The capitulation of Joseph and his band 
of Nez Perces occurred at two o'clock on 
the afternoon of tbe fi'th. The savages 
gave up tbeir guns and ammunition j 
passing in solemn review before General 
Mile*, and accepting an unconditional 
surrender. The troops at once occupied 
the Indians' intrenchmenu, and the first 
victory over the redskin during the past 
few days was signalized In a charge 
upon the Indian camp on the first day 
sixty-four officers and men were killed 
and wounded. After the camp had been 
surrendered, and the soldiers had secured 
defensive positions, only four casualties 
occurred. Tn soldiers closed in upon 
the lavages slowly but surely after the 
first day. all the time exteudiu« Ikaaa 
line of rifle-pita. It was the purpose of 
Sliles to lose no more men in the attack. 
How admirah*7 the plan succeeded is 
already known. On the last day of tbe 
fight the troops had succeeded in secur- 
ing a position which commanded the 
stream which flowed in front of the rifle- 
pits occupied by the enemy, and had the 
battle lasted another day their supply of 
water would have been exhausted, and 
surrender have become imperative. On 
tbe fourth day of the fight, Joseph raised 
a white flag for the third time, and, 
through an interpreter, who advanced 
toward his camp, offered to surrender 
provided they were allowed to keep their 
guns. Miles sent word back that he 
must surrender without any reserve, and 
the battle was taken up again. The 
white flag was displayed again the fifth 
and last day of th^battle, when Joseph 
appeared in front of his lines and ad- 
vanced to meet General Miles, to whom 
he tendered his gun. He was followed 
by sixty warriors, who also turned over 
their arms and shook hands with Miles 
as they passed. When the troops entered 
the rifle-pits, forty warriors were dis- 
covered disabled by wounds. They were 
removed to the camp-hospital, and re- 
ceived all the attention that was given I? 
the troops. The number of Indians 
killed is not known, as they had already 
buried their dead. It is •uppoeed they 
bad an equal number with the soldiers. 
General Miles left for Tongue river, tak- 
ing with him his d»ad and wounded and 
the surrendered band. General Sturgis 
did not arrive in time to take a hand in 
tbe fight, and the glory of the magnifi 
cent attack rests with Miles. General 
Howard, with an escort of seventeen men, 
arrived on the field on the morning of 
the surrender. He lett his small force of 
c'antry at the Missouri river, and with 
this small escort of cavalry proceeded to 
the scene of the battle. The intrench- 
menti occupied by the Iudians were 
admirably constructed tor defense. They

The ravages of the plague nre now 
rapidly taking iu the colored people, 
who of late years seem to have lost their 
immunity from this scourge. Among 
them it finds victims illy prepared to 
fight the dreaded monster, and as a con- 
sequence there is reason to tear a greater 
mortality among them. Trade is sus- 
pended, and the negroes are poor, and in 
many cases paupers, to the extent that 
even of the barest necessities of life.

FARM AND HOME. 



Homeslead Oruainenlallon. 

A ftw suggestions in regard to the loca- 
tion of buildings, and the planting and 
laying off of grounds, may not be out of 
place. For your house, choose high, 
rolling ground. Let your house stand 
six to twelve rods back from the road. 
Never, upon any account, let your farm 
buildings, cattle-yards or pens, coal-yards 
or anything unsightly, come between 
your house and the road, or prominently 
in view. 

Plant your trees in groups, imitating 
nature. D.in't fall into the err.w of 
planting everything in stiff rows. Noth- 
ing so much shows the lack of good taste. 
Give curves and rounded'eorners when 
l»ossible. 

The approach to the house should come 
from a side direction, and wind toward 
the house with a natural curve. Not 
that it should be made crooked and tor- 
tuous, but the tret'f -bif^ld be so arranged, 
in clumps, as to make it seem the most 
natural way ot approach. 

There is another thing you should 
never neglect. Turn out all hands for, 
say some half day, or more if necessary. 
Don't wait until you have nothing to do, 
but make a general clearing up of the 
yard and premises. (Jather the old 
reapers, mowers, hayrake and racks, and 
other odds and ends of broken and dilapi- 
dated machinery, and con.-ign them to 
the woodpile and old iron heaps. Such 
tools as are really valuable, put away 
safely ; and you will be astonished at the 
great improvement a few hours time ha* 
made in the neatne.-s and tidy look of 
your premises. 

In fitting up a place, difficulties are 
often experienced. We want a grassy 
lawn, and we want tiees, but trees will 
not grow well in grass. It is best, there- 
fore, to plant the trees first, and cultivate 
the ground in hoed crops for several years, 
until the tree gets a good start before 
seeding down. Small fenced-in yards 
should be avoided — they give yeur place 
a contracted, pinched- up look. Fences 
should not be used more than is abso- 
lutely necessary. l**e garden ground, 
however, may be included with the house 
and lawn. but the fence in this case should 
be made of some light kind, that will 
obstruct the view of the grounds aa 
little as possible.— Wester njtural.

The following is from the Co «pera- 
tive News, England: At a public 
meeting held in Chittenham, Mr Sar- 
gent, of Gloucester, in addressing the 
meeting, referring to the civil service 
co-operations, said they were not 
the only co-operators who were doing 
a large business in London. There was 
a society that was doing a trade of from 
£200,000 to £300.000 per annum. The 
parent society, which was in Manches- 
ter, was doing a business of more than 
two millions per annum; as a conse- 
quence, they were able to purchase 
their goods in the best markets in the 
world. Under these advantageous cir- 
cumstances it was almost an impossi- 
bility for small tradesman to be able to 
comjiete in the op»-n market against 
such a combination of numbers and 
capital as this gigantic society com- 
mands. He then went on to say that 
co-operation did not stop here. The co- 
operators of England and Wales were 
amalgamated with the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry and the grangers of the Missis- 
sippi valley, one of the richest, most 
fertile and productive in the world. He 
explained that it was iu contemplation 
to unite with those grangers, and said 
the produce of the Mississippi valley 
was so abundant that some of the pro- 
ducers promised that they would read- 
ily give one year's crop in eight to secure 
a ready market for the other seven. The 
ftroduce consists of grain, wool, pork, 
butter, cbo»K', cotton, etc. and the 
demand in the valley for British manu- 
factured goods was so great that it was 
pretty sure to realize good prices. He 
felt sanguine that this was one of the 
grandest schemes that had ever been set 
on foot, and millions on both sides of 
the Atlantic would have cause to rejoice 
in its success.

A Few Stable Hints. 

There are very many horses which are 
made to suffer unnecessarily, or for a 
prolonged psriod, through the want of 
knowledge or neglect of the owner. 
During the work season what numbers 
of farm horses do we see with galled 
shoulders, which keep .getting worse till 
the bad condition of ti 3 collar and sad- 
dle galls makes it necessary to stop work 
until they heal. If a horse has proper 
care, no galls will be made by collar or 
saddle. The horse must be well and 
regularly cleaned each day, and the 
careful farm hand will g iv e arCextra 
rutfbing off, especially during warm 
weather, noon and night.

Corned Beef and Cabbage. —Select 
a good-sized piece of pretty fat and ten- 
der corned beef (the rump is the best), 
wash it in hot water and put in a stew 
pan of adequate size with fresh water to 
iU height ; set to boil, skim thoroughly 
and cover; then simmer slowly for about 
two hours, according to size; remove the 
greenest leaves; quarter and core two 
cabbages, parboil five minutes, drain, 
add to the beef and simmer about an 
hour longer ; drain and dish up the beef, 
drain also the cabbage, arrange them 
around, and serve. 

1' RESERVED Cl'RRANTS FOR TARTS. — 

Get your currants 'when they are dry, 
and pick them ; to every pound and a 
quarter of currants put a pound of sugar 
into a preserving pan with as much juice 
of currants as will dissolve it : when it 
boils skim it, and put in your currants, 
and boil them till they are clear; put 
them into a jar, lay paper over, tie them 
down, and keep them in a dry place. 

Waffi.es. — One pound of butter 
melted in a quart of milk, and ten eggs 
beaten light ; thicken %'ie milk and but- 
ter with sifted flour, and add the eggs 
and a little salt ; should be of consistency 
of pound cake batter ; add enough yeast 
to make it rise, the quantity to be 
regulated by the quality of the yeast. 
Set it to rise in a warm place. To be 
eaten in the evening, the waffles should 
be mixed early in the (morning in win- 
ter, and in summer at midday. 

Maxooes. — Take green muskmelons, 
and squash peppers before they become 
red ; take out the seeds and put them in 
salt and water over night ; then fill them 
with onions chopped fine, horseradish 
scraped fine, mustard seed and cloves ; 
sew them up, and put them into vinegar. 

Tomatq, Figs.— Take s-x pounds 'of 
sugar to one peck (or sixteen pounds) of 
the fruit ; scald and remove the skin of 
the fruit in the usual way; cook them 
over a fire, their own -juice being 
sufficient without the addition of water, 
until the sugar penetrates and they are 
clarified; they are then taken out, 
spread on dishes, flattened, and dried in 
the sun ; a small quantity of the syrup 
should be occasionally sprinkled over 
them while drying; after which, pack 
t iem down in boxes, treating #ach layer 
with powdered sugar; the syrup i< 
afterward concentrated and bottled for 
use ; they keep well from year to year, 
and retain surprisingly their flavor, 
which is nearly that of the best quality 
ef fresh figs ; the ,'pear-shaped or single 
tomatoes answers the purpose best; 
ordinary brown sugar may be used, a 
luge portion of which is retained in 
syrup.

There are. says the Kural New Yorker, 
perhaps more individuals who ascribe 
their weakness of sight to a use of their 
eyes under an insufficient artificial illu- 
mination than to any other oue cause. 
In a great many instances this may not 
be strictly true, but there can be no 
doubt that faulty artificial light is one 
of the most productive causes of a certain 
class of injuries to which the eye can be 
exposed. The two sources 'of trouble 
with the ordinary artificial lights are 
1. That they are not pure white. 2. 
That they are unsteady. The first defect 
is found in all artificial lights, except 
the lime, electric, and magnesium lights, 
the latter especially in candles and gas. 
The yellowness is, in a measure, coun- 
teracted by using, in the case of lamps 
and gas, chimneys of a violet or blue 
tint, and the flickering of the gas maybe 
obviated largely by employing in Argand 
burner. All things considered, a Ger- 
man student iauip furnishes the most sat- 
isfactory light. The next best is gas 
with an Argand burned. The chimneys 
of both may, as above suggested, lie ad- 
vantageously of a light-blue tint. 

The position of the light in relation to 
the body is of great importance. If I 
shade is used on the lamp or burner (it 
should, by preference, lie of ground or 
"milk" glass, never of colored ulass), 
the light may stand directly in front of 
the body and the work lie allowed to lie 
in the light under the shade, which will 
protect the eyes from the glare of the 
flame. If no shade is used, the back 
should \tf turned to the source of light, 
which ought to fall over the left shoulder- 
The same rule applies in the manage- 
ment ot daylight. In this case the lL'ht 
should come from behind anil slightly 
above, and fall tlirectlv on the work, 
whence it is reflected to the eye. It 
should never fail direcily on the face.

In Springfield, Vermot, there is an 
association of twenty men and four wo- 
men, including four married couples, 
who are conducting a manufacturing 
business. Each receives wages, mainly 
at piece-work, and each pays his board 
in the single domicile which all make 
their home. On the 1st on January last 
the fall in the price of their manufac' 
ured property forced upon them the 
question whether to stop their mill or 
reduce their expenses ; and they deter- 
mined to cut down wages pro rata suffi- 
ciently to insure a profit equal to the in- 
terest on capital, insurance, taxes, and 
other necessary outlays. The result ia 
that for the six months of 1877 tbey 
have earned $6,293 in wages, while pay 
ing out $2,266 for .board and $2,664 more 
for clothing and incidentals, leaving a 
balance of $1,363 to be added to the cap- 
ital of the association.

The Apteryx. 

No remaining birds of New Zealand 
equal in interest the weird-like kiwis, or 
Apteryx, the wingless relations of the gi- 
gantic bipeds of the past. Of the Apteryx. 
four species are gen?rally recognized — one, 
nearly extinct, in the Northern Island 
and three' in the Southern. The country 
was known many years before the kiwi 
was noticed by naturalists, and the first 
skin brought to England and exhibited at 
the Linmean society, in \ was at first 
believed to be an artificially formed im- 
posture. It was not until* the skin had 
been opened and the presence of rudi- 
mentary wings detected, that the fact of 

unique a form of life was recognized. 
The different species vary iu bulk, from 
the size of a duck to that of a small goose. 
The plumage oi the whole body is of the 
same character, and utterly different 
from that of other birds, "instead of 
springing from the skin in small tufts, the 
feathers grow like the hair of mammals, 
each plume singly. They are lanceolate, 
and the filaments are merely disunited 
hairs or barbs, the shaft terminating in a 
soft }>oint. The beak ia very long and 
snipe-like, adapted for probing the soft 
ground for earth-worms, at night, when 
alone it ventures abroad. Perhaps no 
creature is more defenceless and less ca- 
pable of adapting itself to any change of 
the conditions of life. Its ouly strength 
is in its leg>, which it us»-s for burrowing 
with great rapidity, so that a kiwi con- 
fined in an enclosure has been known to 
burrow for more thau a yard into the 
hard ground, beneath the fence, and 
thence up to the surface outside, and 
make its escape in a single night. The 
egg of a kiwi is larger iu comparison 
with the parent bird than that of any- 
other bird. The egg of a mother weigh- 
ing three pounds will weigh fifteen and a 
half ounces when filled with water, and 
measure five inches by three. The plain 
gray and brown plumage of the different 
species, and the nocturnal habits of the 
whole group do not aid in making them 
interesting or attractive birds, for they 
can seldom be seen, either in nature or 
captivity, save coiled up into a ball 
among ferns or straw. But they are the 
last living representatives of the little 
creatures that onoe were the most ad- 
vanced type of life. The skeleton is yet 
more remarkable than the mere outward 
form; the ribs, only nine in number, 
broad and flattened like those of a tor- 
toise ; the wing bones under the skin are 
two inches long ; no ferculum or merry- 
thought ; no flesh on the breast, which is 
a small shield without any keel or ridge.

There are daily committed under our 
verv eyes acts of cruelty to animals — 
the'most unnecessary,wanton and flagrant. 

It is a common practice hare for these 
men, as well as blacksmiths, etc., "to 
cutout the hooks for the purpose of cur- 
ing weak or sore eyes." This is the most 
cruel operation, as it entails a life-long 
source of misery to the animal. Allow 
me to explain the modus operandi and 
effect of this operation : The horse may 
have some foreign body, such as a hay 
seed, in the eye, causing slight iniflam- 
mation and weeping, or the animal may 
have taken cold, or is suffering from con- 
stitutional ophthalmia, in any of which 
cases, the membranes sympathize with 
the orean and the membrana nictitans. 
or haw through enlargement encroaches 
on the eye ball. This membrane then is 
looked uron as the cause of all the 
trouble. It is pierced by a needle and 
thread, drawn forward and outward and 
then cut off with a pair ot scissors — the re- 
sult of which is the horse or other animal 
ia forever after unable to cleanse the eye 
ball of dust or irritating substance. 

Then again, with regard t*» the bovine 
species, the before mentioned quacks 
when called upon to see a sick cow, will 
go through all the antics which they con- 
sider looks professional and necessary to 
a true diagnosis of the care. Then the 
edict goes forth : " She has the hollow 
horn, the horn must bs bored and tur- 
pentine poured in, or else the cow must 
di»»." This act of cruelty, like the other, 
is begotten in ignorance or knavery. A 
little" knowledge of the osteology of the 
head, would convince f%at what is con- 
sidered a disease (hollow" horn) is the 
normal condition of the part, for the in- 
ternal horn is part and parcel of the 
frontal bone ; it is hollow arid haa ao out- 
let at the nostrils. The turpentine when 
paured into the horn causes great pain 
and imflammation, and as it tickles 
through the sinues of the h«ad and over 
the highly sensitive membrane of the 
nose, the pain, etc., is augmented. Bnt

The Stale 
also contracts wi<h the teacher, t'iu if 
he neglects to enforce the laws' nnd regu- 
lations as prescribed by the Board of Ed 
ucatiou, be subjects himself to dismissal 
anil the » itl-holding of any t-'i.ite money 
due that, school. Many, hoc conversani 
with the school law, are apt to look at the 
free scbool precisely as they w >uld t pri- 
vate school, where ihe teacher is employ- 
ed by, an. I is respoaeiMe to, the parent; 
but, iu the free schools, the Stale or its 
agents, supercede^so to speak, the psrent 
— that is in all things pertaining to the 
education of the children attending pub- 
lic school. Now, any action of a teacher 
can be appealed to the trustee, and from 
the trustee to the Commissioner, and the 
' decision of the Commissioner is final. 
Ihe appeal, in no way, can ever go to the 
parent. If ih;re are t^ise wiio exce.it to 
th* principle of such laws and regula- 
1 tions, they should uot fault the teachers 
and tru-tees, but address themselves, to
